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New Rules for Recognition of Sires 


As Amended December 7, 1945 
Silver Medal Type Sires 


Applications for inspection and classification of the daughters of certain sires for recognition as Silver 
Medal Type Sires shall be made on regular forms furnished by the Superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try and shall include name and address of owner, location of herd, and name and number of sire 
whose daughters are to be inspected and the total number of such daughters in the herd. Applicant 
shall furnish Certificates of Registry of all daughters of such sire for identification purposes. 
Inspectors shall be supplied with lists, furnished by the Secretary, showing all daughters of such sires 
which are eligible for inspection, together with names and addresses of owners. At least 10 daughters 
which have freshened must be available for inspection. 
The fee for the inspection of the daughters of a sire for recognition as a Silver Medal Type Sire, shall 
be $20.00 and, in addition, the regular fee for each daughter classified in the applicant’s herd and a 
fee of $2.00 per head for cach daughter classified outside of the applicant’s herd. Fees shall be sent 
with the application to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
Inspections made as a basis for recognition of sires as Silver Medal Type Sires shall include at least 
75% of all available daughters of the sire, which must be not less than 10 daughters classified. 
Subject to the above rules a bull may be designated a Silver Medal Type Sire in accordance with the 
following scale: 

If the inspection includes less than 25% of his registered* daughters, the average classification 

seore of all classified daughters must be at least 84 points. 

If the inspection includes 25% but less than 50%, the average score must be at least 83 points. 


If the inspection includes 50% but less than 75 per cent, the average score must be at least 82 

points. 

If the inspection includes 75% or more, the average score must be at least 81 points. 
*The count of registered daughters shall include all registered daughters, dead or alive, that were 
born 3 or more years prior to date of inspection and in addition all other daughters known to have 
freshened. 


The average classification score shall be based on the following scores for each classification rating: 


Excellent 92.5 points 
Very Good 87.5 points 
Good Plus 82.5 points 
Good 75.0 points 
Fair 65.0 points 
Poor 55.0 points 


An appropriate Silver Medal Type Sire certificate shall be issued. 


Silver Medal Production Sires 


Applications for recognition of certain sires as Silver Medal Production Sires shall be made on forms 
furnished by the Superintendent of Advanced Registry and shall include the name and address of 
owner and name and number of the sire and the total number of his daughters that have completed one 
or more Advanced Registry or Herd Improvement Registry records. 

A fee of $20.00 shall be filed with the application. 

If 50% of his Advanced Registry or Herd Test daughters have qualified with production 50% in ex- 
cess of A.R. requirements, showing not less than 3.3% butterfat, with a minimum of 10 so qualifying, 
such sire shall be designated a Silver Medal Production Sire and an appropriate certificate shall be 
issued. 


Gold Medal Proven Sires 


Whenever a sire qualifies both as a Silver Medal Type Sire and as a Silver Medal Production Sire, he 
shall be designated as a Gold Medal Proven Sire, and an appropriate certificate shall be issued.

The Governor is dead Governor 
of Carnation, leading Honor List 
Sire of 1944 . twice sire of an All- 
American Get a “‘Century Sire’? with 
100 tested daughters ... his 25 Class 
jx daughters averaging 1058.8 lbs. 
fat (a world’s record average) ‘ 
the 25 including 18 with 19 records 
over 1000 Ibs. fat (exceeded only by 
Matador Segis Ormsby ) and five 
with six records over 1200 Ibs. fat 
(again exceeded only by Matador 
Segis Ormsby). Truly one of the 
all-time GREATS of the Dairy World 
and with more sons heading nation- 
ally known herds than probably any 
other sire of the breed living or 
dead. 

The first and only time I ever saw 
Governor of Carnation was back in 
the summer of 1935 when Seattle 
entertained the National Convention. 
Then he was just one of a number 
of assistant herd sires at Carnation. 
Sir Inka May and Matador Segis Or- 
msby were the two main herd sires, 
although Sir Inka May was even then 
practically through as a sire. He 
was, however, to live another eight 
vears before they finally laid him 
away and during those eight years 
a lot more of his daughters were 
developed. 

And then there was Matador Segis 
Ormsby, just coming into his glory, 
his daughter Nellie then nearly 
through a record that was to set a 
new high mark for the U. S. A. of

My biggest thrill of my day at 
Carnation, and certainly one of the 
greatest of my thirty-odd years as 
a Holstein scribe. was the trip 
through the milking barns in com- 
pany with Mark Keeney of Over- 
brook fame and escorted by Rube 
Everly, Carnation manager. To see 
these great cows and to listen to the 
frank comments of these two great 
cow-men, made that a day long to 
be remembered. Because of the 
great size of the herd, and the lim- 
ited time at our disposal, Rube did 
not attempt to give us a detailed 
history of each animal as we came 
to her, but every time we came to 
one Mark especially liked, he would 
inquire; 

“What’s this this one?”’ 

And invariably Rube would reply: 

“She’s one of our Hazelwoods.’’ 

After this had happened half a 
dozen times or so, Mark changed his 
program and started saying: ‘‘Here’s 
another Hazelwood’’—and invari- 
ably Rube would assent. And when, 
the inspection finished, Mark had put 
his hand on perhaps two dozen or 
more without a mistake, Rube turned 
to the rest of us and remarked with 
justifiable profanity:

six full points higher than her dam. 
The third one missed the 1000-lb. 
fat mark by half a pound but she too 
tested 4.1% from a 3.6% dam. 

Then followed a whole string of 
100-lb. daughters until finally came 
Carnation Homestead Inka Mutual, 
who was on test while making a 
show circuit of several thousand 
miles that brought her grand champ- 
ion honors as such widely scattered 
state fairs as Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Indiana and Kentucky, and then 
after showing at Waterloo, and drag- 
ging way down to Memphis for the 
National, she trekked back to Se- 
attle to finish with 1248.2 lbs. fat, 
32,470.4 lbs. milk, which was and 
still is unparalleled under similar 
circumstances. A couple of years 
later under more favorable condi- 
tions she made another record of 
1333.1 lbs. fat from 34,680.9 Ibs. 
milk, both years testing 3.8%. The 
only other cow of any breed ever to 
make two records of 1200 and 1300 
lbs fat is one of the Madcap sisters 
at Carnation. 

Another milestone came when 
Carnation Homestead Madcap broke 
the world’s record for junior three- 
year-olds with 1216.5 lbs. fat from 
31,908.4 lbs. milk, she too a 3.8% 
tester. Other 1200-lb. Governor 
daughters are Carnation Homestead 
Princess Inka, with 1245.3 lbs. fat, 
4.4%, Carnation Homestead Walker 
Bessie, with 1266 lbs. fat, 4.5%, 
and finally, Carnation Homestead 
Princess May, whose record of 1210.9 
lbs. fat from 31,823.4 lbs. milk has 
just been completed and the figures 
still subject to official approval as 
this is written. 

The 25 Class 4x daughters of Gov- 
ernor average 27,332.8 Ibs. fat, 
3.87%, 1058.8 lbs. fat. Of these, 
20 have dams with Class 4x records 
available for comparison, the 20 
daughters averaging 27,577.3 Ibs. 
milk, 3.87%, 1067.2 lbs. fat, as com- 
pared with an average for their dams 
of 28,220.5 lbs. milk, 3.56%, 1005.- 
28 lbs. fat. So we see that when 
mated with dams that average over 
28,000 lbs. milk per year and that 
test well above the breed average, 
Governor very nearly maintained 
milk production while raising the 
test by more than three full points, 
to give the daughters an average of 
61.9 lbs. fat more than their dams. 

As Prof. Rice and others have so 
often and so well pointed out, almost 
any sire should be able to raise pro- 
duction when mated with dams pro- 
ducing below the breed average, but 
that as the production of the dams 
imcreases above the breed average 
it becomes increasingly difficult, due 
to what the good prefessor calls the 
“drag of the breed” for a sire to 
show any material increase. What 
then shall we say of a sire that is 
mated with dams averaging over 
1000 lbs. fat and that is still able to 
= a substantial increase in total 
at? 

“Selected daughters”, did I hear 
someone say? Yes, but don’t forget 
the dams with which they were com- 
pared were selected too. Ten of the 
dams used in this comparison had 
records from 1000 to 1313 Ibs. fat, 
Seven others were better than 900- 


lb. cows and the lowest producing 
dam of the lot made 850 lbs. fat. 
Some 3X Figures 

Or if you prefer mass testing fig- 
ures and if you raise your eyebrows 
at 4x records, let us turn again to 
those 91 Governor daughters that 
have been run on 3x milking with 
first or second calf. A few hours of 
study bring out the fact that 78 of 
these 91 daughters are from dams 
that also have 3x first or second calf 
records, made, so the Carnation 
people assure us under exactly the 
same conditions as those of their 
daughters, in practically every in- 
stance. We find that the 78 daughters 
average 15,656 lbs. milk 3.74%, 585 
lbs. fat, as compared with an aver- 
age for their dams of 15,915 Ibs. 
milk, 3.46%, 551.44 lbs. fat. Here 
again we see where Governor made a 
great improvement, changing good 
into better. Mated with dams aver- 
aging close to 16,000 lbs. milk as 
3x heifers and testing on the average 
right at the average of the breed, 
Governor again very nearly holds 
even on milk, raises the test nearly 
three points and registers an increase 
in total of 33.5 lbs. per cow. Can 
anyone argue that this is not herd 
improvement? 


What of the Future? 

The Carnation people inform us 
that Governor has sired 580 regis- 
tered offspring, 307 males and 273 
females. He has been out of service 
for sometime and there are no more 
calves to come by his services. Un- 
der date of Dec. 12, 1945 they wrote 
us that there are 121 Governor 
daughters in the Carnation herd, of 
which 42 have not yet dropped their 
first calves. These will all be given 
3x records as they come to milk and 
a substantial number of them will 
probably graduate to the’ four-time 
string eventually. There are prob- 
ably better than ninety Governor 
daughters in the herd that are still 
waiting their turn in the 4x string. 

We are informed that the nine- 
teenth 1000-lb daughter of Governor 
will finish her record before this ap- 
pears in print and perhaps Carnation 
may be able to wire us her figures 
before this issue of the World goes 
to press. They are estimating her 
at between 1020 and 1030 Ibs. fat, 
so she will not drag down the aver- 
age too badly. 

Governors in the Show Ring 

Although Governor was a bull of 
pleasing conformation, we can find 
no record of his ever having been 
exhibited at any major show. The 
first record of any showing of his 
offspring was at the Pacific Interna- 
tional in 1934 where his son, Car- 
nation Governor Mutual, was first 
prize junior yearling bull and two 
other sons, Carnation Governor Im- 
perial and Carnation Governor Butter 
King stood first and second in the 
bull calf class, with Imperial going 
through to junior champion and a bit 
later being named All-American Bull 
Calf of 1934. 

The next year, 1935, Carnation 
sent their show herd to Waterloo and 
the National, where Carnation Gov- 
ernor Imperial stood second at both 
shows, beaten only by Man-O-War 
Posch, who was an undefeated jun- 
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ior champion that 
made All-American senior yearling 
that year with Carnation Governor 
Imperial Reserve. In 1936 Imperial 
does not appear to have been shown, 
but one of his baby daughters was 
first prize heifer calf at Portland and 
two Governor daughters topped the 
two sections of the yearling heifer 
class. 

Carnation did not show in 1937 
but came out at Portland in 1938 
where Imperial was grand champion 
bull and a Governor daughter, Car- 
nation Houwtje Governess was first 
prize aged cow and reserve grand 
champion. Governor Gets first in 
both the senior and junior divisions. 
Imperial was made All-American 
Aged Bull. 

In 1939 at the National Dairy 
Show at Treasure Island, California, 
the Governors scored impressively. 
Imperial was first prize aged bull and 
senior champion, but lost the grand 
championship to his junior champion 
son, Carnation Renown. Both were 
named All-American and the first 
prize Governor Get, consisting of 
Imperial, Carnation Governor Mutual 
(remember him?) and two daugh- 
ters, was All-American Get of Sire. 
Incidentally, both the daughters in 
this group later made records above 
1100 Ibs. fat. 

In 1940 another Governor Get was 
named All-American after winning 
outstandingly at Portland. This Get 
consisted of four Governor daughters 
that have since all made 1000-lb. 
records—1082, 1115, 1210, and 1245 
lbs. fat—to make them the highest 
record All-American Get in history. 

In 1941 two Imperial daughters 
were All-American and a third was 
Reserve All-American, with a Gov- 
ernor daughter, the four times grand 
champion, Carnation Homestead 
Inka Mutual, getting Honorable Men- 
tion for All-American Aged Cow. 
No pictures were submitted of the 
Gets by both Governor and Imperial 
that were quite successful over a 
long hard Mid-West circuit. Then 
came the war, temporarily ending 
show ring competition for the Gov- 
ernors and the other Carnation 
notables. With the resumption of 
show ring competition, we can ex- 
pect to see many more high honors 
piled up for Governor descendants 
during the coming years. 

The Governor heritage at Carna- 
tion is also being carried on by his 
four sons and four grandsons that 
are now in heavy service there. The 
sons include the three times All- 
American, Carnation Governor Im- 
perial, whose dam is a _ 1000-lb. 
daughter of Sir Inka May from the 
Hazelwood family. The other sons 
are Carnation Black Magic, out of 
the twice Reserve All-American Aged 
Cow, Ormsby Aaggie Tilda; Carna- 
tion Homestead Revelation, out of 
the 1174-lb. grand champon, Willow- 
dale Skylark Beauty; and Carnation 
King Madcap, out of the 1313-lb. 
Carnation Ormsby Madcap, this bull 
being a full brother to the world’s 
champion 1216-lb. junior three-year- 
old.

sidered by everyone during the es- 
tablishment and development of a 
good herd of Holsteins, Perhaps I 
should say, a good herd of registered 
dairy cattle, because what I shall say 
can be applied to any breed. 


First, however, I would like to 
preface my subject discussion with 
some other observations. We are 


meeting here in what is perhaps the 
greatest period of expansion that 
the livestock and dairy industry has 
ever known. On all sides we hear 
rumors of new dairy developments, 
new herds, expansions and higher 
prices at sales. We have had a $26,- 
000 Holstein bull, a $21,000 cow, a 


consignment sale averaging over $2,- 
000, a dispersal averaging $1,926 


per head, and another consisting of 
210 head that averaged over $1,800. 
Other dairy breeds have had some- 
what similar experiences, and I want 
tc pay a tribute to the other breeds 
outnumbering us in the South for 
the contribution they are making to 
dairy development here. We hope to 
make more of a contribution in the 
future than we have made in the 
past. 

The business of breeding beef cat- 
tle has been flourishing in the South 
too, and we like to consider it as a 
sort of forerunner of dairying. It 
was so in the northeast, and in the 
Central States and in the far west. 
In 1944 there were over 30% more 
beef cattle, two vears or older, on 
farms of the U. S. than for the av- 
erage three-year period before the 
war, but the beef cattle population of 
the 13 Southeastern States was more 
than 50% greater than before the 
war. At the same time you have had 
a tremendous influx of dairy cows. 

In 1939 your 
neighboring state of Virginia pro- 
duced over $35,000,000 worth of 
products, whereas, in 1944 they pro- 
duced over $64,000,000 worth. Five 
thousand North Carolina farmers 
changed from cream production to 
fluid milk production during the first 
year of the war, 10,000 the next 
year, and more the next. The income 


dairy farmers in 


of N. C. farmers for milk products 
has increased $13,000,000 per year 
comparing 1944 with 1939, Accord- 


ing to Extension Dairyman John 
Arey, “If the people of his State were 
to consume 180 quarts of milk a 
year per capita, and 12 pounds of 
butter and four pounds of cheese, to 


say nothing of ice cream and other 
dairy products, it would require 
about 170,000 more cows than they 


now have 

Thousands of silos and many hun- 
dreds of dairy barns have been built 
in the South, and they have been 
built ‘‘for keeps’’. It is the same 
The cow 


story everywhere you go. 
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population of Georgia, beef and 
dairy, has increased by 300,000 in 
the past ten years. 

Just before this meeting was 
called to order, Mr. John Stoffle told 
me he is desperately short of milk 
and is importing ten to twelve 
carloads a week from Wisconsin, and 
from him I also learned that you 
only produce one-third of the milk 
you consume here in Knoxville. 
(John Stoffle is a producer-distribu- 
tor who established a_ registered 
herd of thirty Holsteins last Mavch 
that is headed by a Cariustion bull. 
All cows are being placed on A R 
test as they freshen). 

I mention these things to indicate 


to you my abounding faith in the 
future of a great dairy industry 
which will will gradually increase 


here during the coming ten, twenty, 
and twenty-five years. We will in- 
evitably experience falling prices and 
readjustments and a slackened pace, 
but the underlying permanent trend 
in my opinion is forward, not back- 
ward. As cotton declines and indus- 
trial development proceeds, the 
dairy cow becomes indispensable and 
wise is the breed association that 
catches the vision and acts upon it. 


Starting a Herd 


Now, what are some of the prob- 


lems that must be considered by 
prospective breeders? There were 
15,000 new breeders of Holsteins 
last year. There are thousands of 


prospective Holstein breeders today, 
which devolves upon you established 
breeders the serious responsibility of 
advising them and helping them get 
started. What is the best way to get 
started with a herd of registered 
Holsteins? That is a question that is 
asked every day. It is a little hard 
to answer lKecause circumstances 
alter cases. Shall I auction all my 
grades and fill the barn with reg- 
istered cattle at present prices, and 
secure a real good sire? Shall I buy 
at auction or at private treaty? Shall 
I only buy a few foundation cows, 
or some yearlings and grow into the 
business? While any of these meth- 
ods can succeed, it is obvious that 
there is less risk involved when we 
“buy a few” and grow them into a 
full herd as they multiply. 


One of the big advantages of this 
plan is that the beginner grows with 
his herd and learns the angles of the 
business as it grows. It is important 
for him to learn all the angles, viz. 
to learn the background of the breed, 
its families and strains, learn to 
know pedigrees and how to evaluate 
records. He must learn the various 
classes of testing, which enables him 
to better judge the relative value of 
records, because records are good 
or poor in a relative way depending 
partly upon the environment under 
which they were made. 





. While the herd is growing he wil] 
gradually learn to appreciate the 
great importance of type in breeding 
valuable cattle. One of the biggest 


mistakes of beginners is to under- 
estimate the importance of gooq 
type in becoming successful ag a 
breeder. 


I like to think of the development 
of a registered herd from the stand- 
point of a gradual accrual of capita] 
assets. When a man is building a 
registered herd, he is doing some- 
thing positive; it is a concrete struc. 
ture being erected for and dedicated 
to his wife and family. He is build- 
ing capital assets for them every 
step he takes to develop and improve 
that herd. For instance, a herd of 
20 or 30 registered Holsteins that is 
sold today can return $5,000 or it 
can return $20,000, depending upon 
the degree of success the owner has 
made in combining type and produc- 
tion. 


Feeding 


Long experience has taught us that 
to become a genuinely successful 
breeder we must also be a good feed- 
er. If a man is going to underfeed 
his cows, he had better not spend the 
money to purchase foundation stock. 
If | am capable of picking 36 barrels 
of apples in eight hours as I did on 
one occasion from young heavily 
loaded trees as a nineteen-year-old 
boy, how many barrels could I pick 
if it were necessary to wander all 
over the field to find a barrel-full? 
If a cow has the inheritance to pro- 
duce 15,000 pounds of milk under 
normal conditions, will she produce 
it if there is feed available for only 
7,000 pounds? The only way we can 
discover a cow’s real ability is to 
feed her to the limit of her inherent 
ability. It is essential for us to sit 
down and plan a definite program of 
fertilization and seeding for pasture 
and hay lands and to follow it, and 
we must provide an adequate grain 
ration. Down through the centuries 
progress in dairy development has 
followed improvements in the soil 
and feeding practice. 

In my opinion there is nothing 
more important for obtaining maxi- 
mum production than high quality 
hay in abundance. I say this know- 
ing that you experience some diffi- 
culty in curing hay in the southeast- 
ern States and that the lack of hay 
has caused you to rely more heavily 
upon silage in the larger herds. 
Your specialists tell me, however, 
that this can be overcome and that 
quality hay can be produced. In 
fact, thousands of acres of alfalfa 
hay are being grown and _ success- 
fully cured now. Cows will often do 
better on a feeding of high quality 
leafy green alfalfa alternated with 
high quality early cut mixed hay 
than on alfalfa exclusively. 

It is significant that the cows in 
the greatest producing herds of this 
country all receive high quality hay 
in abundance, In some cases the 
cows in these top herds receive 
hay all summer, in lesser quantity, 
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even when on excellent pasture. The 
great Zimmerman herd at Lehighton, 
Pa., with over 700 lbs. fat, 3X, in 
Herd Test; the Overbrook Hospital 
perd in New Jersey with its 75-cow 
ten-year average over 500 lbs. of 
putterfat, 3X; the Turpin Willis 83- 
cow Virginia herd with 457 Ibs. of 
putterfat, 2X, and those great pro- 
ducers at Carnation Farms are able 
to perform so wonderfully because 
they are provided with high quality 
hay in abundance. 

Naturally with extra high quality 
roughage we do not need as much 
protein in the grain ration. Breeders 
are always experimenting with new 
methods of feeding. I do not like 
the system which is practiced some 
in the South, of assuming that a 
Holstein Cow will take care of body 
maintenance and produce 10 pounds 
of milk daily on poor hay with silage 
and no grain, and 14 pounds of milk 
on medium quality hay with silage 
and no grain. The idea is to feed 
her a pound of grain for each two 
pounds of milk produced in excess 
of these amounts. This system too 
often results in inadequate grain 
feeding, and the feeding of no grain 
during some periods. Cows need 
some grain at all times, in varying 
amounts, in order to maintain a high 
level of production year after year. 
Regardless of what system you use 
it is wise to remember that “It is the 
eye of the master that fatteneth his 
cattle”, and feed accordingly. 

Analyzing Records 

It is extremely important for you 
to help the beginner learn to analyze 
and properly evaluate records. This 
is important knowledge for him to 
have when purchasing cattle, and for 
breeding better cattle. I have known 
breeders who were deceived by rec- 
ords made in their own herds be- 
cause they did not take the time to 
analyze them. A shrewd breeder 
never accepts a record at face value, 
because he knows that real progress 
in breeding better cattle is based 
upon a knowledge of all the avail- 
able facts about records. 

What class of testing does this 
record represent, A.R., H.I.R., or 
D.H.I.A.? Was it made on 2X, 3X, 
or 4X milkings per day? How long 
did the cow carry a calf while mak- 
ing it? How long a dry period did 
she have previously? Was she work- 
ing in a stanchion or with the ad- 
vantage of box stall? How much 
did she produce the year before? The 
answers will help us in determining 
whether the record represents her 
natural ability under normal condi- 
tions or a cleverly arranged environ- 
ment or happenstance. A cow with 
only one very high testing record 
May, though not always, have been 
able to accomplish it because of 
4 condition resulting from cystic 
Ovaries, or a long rest following an 
abortion Of course, a great many 
high records are not the result of 
such circumstances. Reputable breed- 
ers will produce all of the facts if 
you ask for them. 

Now I want to show a couple of 
charts that illustrate my point. The 
A.R. records of the cow illustrated 
has been altered a little to conceal 
her identity.

Let us suppose that I did not know 
the breeder of this cow nor her rec- 
ords. She appears to be the grand- 
dam of my herd sire so I write to a 
pedigree company for her pedigree. 
When it comes, it will likely show 
only the one AR record, viz. 22443- 
4.1%-921 pounds of butterfat, 4X. 
This would give me a rather incom- 
plete picture of her, because you can 
readily see by looking at this chart 
that her natural ability under nor- 
mal farm conditions is about 12,000 
pounds of milk and 3.9% on 2X 
milking. The pedigree company did 
not intend to deceive me because it 
did not know about the 2X records 
made in DHIA. These records are 
not carried genedally in the files of 
the pedigree companies. They only 
report A.R. and H.I.R. (Herd Test) 
records, all of which are made under 
special rules of supervision specified 
by the Breed Associations. 

Note from the chart that this cow 
carried a calf only three months 
during the year of the big record 
and was milked four times a day. 
It is significant also that the follow- 
ing years when not on A.R. test and 
no special environment was provided 
she dropped back to her normal pro- 
ductive capacity, viz., about 12,000 
on 2X milkings. 


We will have a better chance of 
accurately judging a cow’s natural 
and actual inherent ability as a pro- 
ducer if we test her continuously 
every year either in A.R. test or in 
our breed Herd Test. These records 
will appear in all pedigrees. The 
following chart illustrates the point.

This cow ecalved quite normally 
from year to year, which is a very im- 
portant point to be considered when 
trying to evaluate records. 

It is not difficult to deduct from a 
chart like the above (Chart II) that 
the cow in question has a natural in- 
hertance for a 4% test. Continuous 
records provide much more accurate 
information than one record, because 
of the possibility that one record 
can be influenced by circumstances 
more easily than can a lifetime of 
records. Unnatural circumstances 
can cause a cow to test high for one 
year when her inheritance is for low 
test, or vice versa, but not so far 
every year of her life. Lifetime rec- 
ords provide a more reliable guide 
for a breeding program. These are 
some of the things we must help be- 
ginners to understand. 


lowa Breeders’ Annual Meeting 


Over 150 Holstein Breeders at- 
tended the annual meeting of the 
Iowa Holstein Breeders Association 
held December 12 at Waterloo, Ia. 
Luncheon was served at Russell- 
Lamson Hotel in a holiday decora- 
tion setting. Music was furnished 
during luncheon by students from 
the Music Department at Iowa State 
Teachers College, and their numbers 
were a pleasure for the audience. 

Following the entertainment, Pres- 
ident O. L. Hamer called the meeting 
to order and_ introduced several 
guests of the association including 
a number of returned service men. 

President Hamer gave a short ad- 
dress of welcome pointing out that 
during the war many activities of 
the association were necessarily cur- 
tailed and suggested that with the 
return to normal the association 
should again become even more 
active than before the war. 

Pres. Carl Steele of Minnesota, 

Main Speaker 

Mr. Steele is president of the 
Minnesota Holstein Breeders Associ- 
ation and a member of the State 
AAA committee, and in his capacity 
was well qualified to give the Iowa 
Holstein people a timely short mes- 
sage. In his address Mr. Steele 
said, ‘‘Holstein Breeders have an im- 
portant part to play in winning the 
peace. The Holstein cow was a 
weapon of war and can be an instru- 
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ment of peace. We can carry out a 
four-point program that should in- 
clude (1) avoiding inflation, (2) 
keeping full employment, (3) guar- 
anteeing sufficient diet to ali people, 
and (4) employing full measures of 
soil conservation. If we lose our 
soil we will soon lose our position 
as @ nation.” 

President Hamer asked for reports 
by chairmen of various committeés 
covering 1945 activities. Arthur 
Gerlach reported for the Budget 
Committee, which report was ac- 
cepted and placed on file. Mr. Ger- 
lach further reported the action of 
Board of Directors in the morning 
meeting to increase fees for State 


Association membership in 1946. 
Minimum fee for Purebred herd, 
$3.00, or 50c¢ per head—maximum 


fee, $25,00. Minimum fee for Grade 
herd, $2.00, or 20¢e per head—maxi- 
mum fee, $10.00. Fee for mixed 
herd to be same as pure bred herd. 
Mr. Fay Barney reported for the 
State Show committee, advising that 
this committee had been inactive 
during the war period. Floyd John- 
ston of Ames reported that Cedar 
Rapids planned to hold an All Iowa 
Show August 11 through August 16 
and would welcome Holstein ex- 
hibitors who had won at previous 
District Black and White shows. 
Mr. E. M. Wright presented the

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A Big Year's Work 


Total cash receipts of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America for 1945 amounted to $546,534.10, 
which exceeds any previous year in the 60-year history 
of the Association. Cash disbursements totalled $433,- 
353.97. A total of 135,554 applications for registry 
were filed, and 95,200 applications for transfer, both up 
over 5% from 1944. Membership applications totalled 
1458 for the year, up over 8% from the previous year. 

Earnings, however. represent a different figure, as a 
Receipt does not become an Earning until the certificate 
for which the fee was paid is issued. Under the condi- 
tions that have existed it has been found impossible to 
increase the clerical force and to purchase additional 
office machines and equipment to keep pace with the 
growth of the work. Accordingly a back-log of nearly 6 
months’ work has accumulated. 

Breeders have been very patient under these enforced 
delays in getting back registration and transfer certifi- 
cates. It is, however, becoming increasingly serious from 
the breeders’ standpoint in many instances. The diffi- 
culty of keeping papers in order and getting calves 
registered within the 6 months’ minimum free period is 
greatly increased, when the certificate of the dam may 
be on the work pile awaiting the completion of a transfer 
for as much as six months. 

The Secretary and his whole staff, and the Board, are 
very conscious of this condition. The office hours are 
regularly on an overtime schedule to the full extent of 
efficiency for this confining work. Serious consideration 
has been given to the construction of an addition to the 
office building. Under present conditions in the building 
industry it is not considered wise, and more immediate 
relief on office space has been secured by rental of stor- 
age space across the street, thus releasing ground floor 
space to accommodate additional clerks. 

Office machines and equipment, typewriters, etc., are 
now ‘becoming available again in limited quantities. It is 
to ibe hoped, accordingly. that the net result will be an 
improvement in service and a steady whittling away of 
the back-log, rather than further accumulations. 

In the meantime, many new projects of importance 
to the breed and the industry await adoption until the 
office can accommodate the extra work. Speed the day.

We selected for our Governor of Carnation issue 
cover the very striking picture of the four daughters of 
Governor making up the All-American Get of Sire in 
1940. They had previously won first honors at the Pa- 
cific International and the Western Washington Fair. 
As indicated in the cover caption, all four of these young 
cows have since made records above’ 1000 lbs. fat. In 
fact, the four average 1163.55 lbs. tat, 29234.2 lbs. milk 
From left to right they are: Carnation Homestead Violet 
(29,019.3 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 1115.7 lbs. fat): Carnation 
Homestead Regina Inka (27595.4 lbs. milk, 3.9%. 
1082.3 Ibs. fat); Carnation Homestead Princess Inka 
(28498.6 lbs. milk, 4.4%, 1245.3 lbs. fat): and Carna- 
tion Homestead Princess May (31,823.4 lbs. milk, 3.8%. 
1210.9 lbs. fat). This combination of honors has never 
been won by any other four cows in the world. All were 


bred and developed at Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle.

A Sire For The Ages 


In this issue we pay tribute to the life work of a 
great sire. Living to the ripe age of 15 years. Governor 
of Carnation during his lifetime won recognition as one 
of the great sires of all time. Eighteen daughters to 
date have completed records above 1000 Ibs. fat and up 
to 1333 lbs.—with 5 of the number above 1200 lbs 
Probabilities are that with further development of his 
younger daughters, he will surpass any other sire of the 


breed in these categories when his record is finally 
written. His sons, likewise, are making a distinguished 
record in their own right in many herds in many lands. 
The pride which these owners feel is reflected in the 
special advertising section of this issue, so impressively 
filled. 

Along with this superlative production, the offspring 
of Governor of Carnation have twice won the coveted 
honor of All-American Get of Sire. In these two groups 
were five different daughters, every one of which has 
since made a production record above 1000 lbs. fat.

National Dairy Association Disbanding 


At a meeting in Cleveland, January 8, the National 
Dairy Association voted to discontinue its existence and 
to dissolve the corporation. This Association was organ- 
ized nearly 40 years ago for the principal purpose of 
staging the National Dairy Show, which was first held 
in 1906. 

The National Dairy Association was very much ofa 
going concern twenty years ago with assets of over 
$100,000. From about that point on its course has been 
steadily downward until its present assets are nil. Since 
the suspension of the Dairy Show in 1941, the small 
remaining funds of the Association have been spent in 
issuing Honor Roll certificates to high herds in D. H. L. 
A. work. When the funds were gone, that project was 
taken over by the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association. 

At the meeting in Cleveland it was felt that under no 
cireumstances would it be possible to stage a National 
Dairy Show this year and the agreement was quite general 
that it would be better to bring the old organization to 
an end and start afresh with a new organization that 
would make a clean break with the past. A committee 
of the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association is considering 
the possibility of a new setup for a National Show more 
directly under control of the dairy breed associations 
Perhaps something of interest may develop from that. 
Dr. J. M. Ovitz, Sycamore, Ill., president of the Brown 
Swiss Association was elected president of the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association; W. S. Moscrip, Port Chester, 
N. Y. continues as secretary-treasurer.

(The lack of rest causes a big slump in the 
next year’s production, usually with lower fat test.) If 
they don’t rest, y’ get a smaller mess a milk the next 
yvear—and lower test too, most times. Y’pay fer it the 


next year with a smaller mess a milk—and lower test, 
too, most times. But, Cyrus, it «in’t enuf t’just give 


‘em grain an’ lots of feed t’ put some meat on their 
pones. This’ll give ‘em some reserve flesh and energy, 
an’ put it right back in the pail the next year. 

There’s a sayin’, “You Aren’t Dressed for Work 
Until You Put on a Fresh Suit’’. Well, a cow ain’t ready 
for work either until she gets into some good clothes. 

Also Cyrus, you should tryt’ breed your cows to 


ealve as regularly as possible ev’ry 12 or 14 months. 
According to E. J. Perry, figures gathered for three 


years by the University of Idaho 161 cows showed a 
yearly average production of 385 lbs. fat per year for 
three years on the cows calving once a year, and only 
297 lbs. per year for those calving ev’ry 18 months. Of 
course by delayed breeding you can secure a big record 
in one year, but you won’t get much the second. Now 
since you have purebreds, Cyrus, ev’ry calf’s worth good 
money. It makes a big diff’rence whether your cows 
only average one calf ev’ry eighteen months during their 
lifetime, or wether they calve yearly or therabout. 

They say, “‘Fools Learn by Experience’, but I don't 
believe it b’cause people keep right on foolin’ themselves 
thinkin’ that they’re only foolin’ the other fellow. I 
want you to be a smart breeder, Cyrus, an’ think things 
thru.

The All-Canadians 


Our congratulations to our good neighbors to the 
north of us—the Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 


ada. the Holstein-Friesian Journal and the show-minded 
Holstein breeders of the Dominion on the courage and 
pluck with which they have carried on the All-Canadian 
competition during these war years.

Saskatchewan one. 


Butter Price Increase Approved 

Henry H. Rathbun, president of the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association, today described the 
proposal by Secretary of Agriculture Clinton P. Ander- 
son to advance the price of butter 18 cents a pound 
between now and May 1 as “‘a constructive step toward 
pricing dairy products at levels nearer their true market 
value than any other action since wartime price controls 
were inaugurated.”’ 

Mr. Rathbun said the proposed butter increase would 
raise the price of Class 1 (fluid) milk produced by New 
York Milk Shed dairymen for the New York City market 
35 cents per hundredweight in the summer months. and 
50 cents in the winter. 

Mr. Rathbun explained that the butter price in- 
crease will result in a higher Class 1 price. and will also 
raise the price of milk marketed in most other classifi- 
cations because they are directly affected by the price of 
butter. 

Proposals for increasing the fluid milk price in New 
York were filed by dairymen’s organizations October 26 
With Secretary Anderson and Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Markets C. Chester DuMond. Hearings on these 
Proposals are scheduled to begin January 17 in Brook- 
lyn. 

If Secretary Anderson’s proposal is adopted. said 
Mr. Rathbun, the objective sought through amendments 
May be accomplished without long drawn out hearings 
on the fluid milk question.

The Dairy Situation at the Year's End over a quarter of a century. 


Despite reductions in national in- 
come and in non-civilian takings, an 
over-all strong demand for dairy 
products is in prospect for 1946. 
Under present price ceilings and with 
no more than a moderate decline in 
consumer purchasing power from 
1945, civilians probably would con- 
sume about 118 billion pounds of 
milk or its equivalent in manufac- 
tured products, if it were available. 
In addition, possibly half as much 
milk will be exported, largely in the 
form of cheese, evaporated milk, 
and milk powder, as in 1945, when 
exports accounted for between 5 and 
6 billion pounds of milk.

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Keep Your Calves Healthy This Winter 


Calves are usually born healthy 
put they need a break to remain that 
way. More troubles are encountered 
during the winier months than dur- 
ing the summer. Many of these 
troubles are caused by damp and 
poorly ventilated quarters, lack of 
sunlight and the lack of a sanitation 
program. Clean, well-lighted. quar- 
ters and a good sanitation program 
are all important for healthy winter 
calves. 

At birth—tThe navel cord should 
he disinfected to prevent an open 
avenue for a bacterial invasion. Tinc- 
ture of iodine is excellent for this 
purpose. Dipping the navel will 
ecauterize this tender tissue and pre- 
vent any danger of infection through 
this channel. 

Colostrum—Yes, the calf needs 
this first milk (colostrum) to build 
up resistance against diseases, but 
don’t give the little one a big feed of 
dirt and harmful bacteria with this 
first meal. Wash the mother’s udder 
and teats with a chlorine solution 
(200 p. p. m.) This is a very good 
precaution against calf diseases. 

Clean pails—-Too often calf pails 
are not washed between feedings. 
These dirty pails may be the cause of 
sick calves with scours and other 
diseases. Most certainly this practice 
may easily be responsible for spread- 
ing calf diseases. Keep the calf pails 
clean enough so you~-would drink 
milk or water from them yourself. 

Avoid over feeding—More calf 
trouble are catised by over feeding 
than by under feeding. A good rule 
te follow —~ feed one pound of milk 
daily for each 10 pounds of the calf’s 
weight. This means that a new born 
Jersey calf should get about 2% 
pounds of milk twice daily, which is 
just slightly more than a quart. The 
Holstein calf on the average should 
get about 4% pounds twice daily. 
Keeping the calf on the hungry side 


is not harmful just good calf 
sense. 
Common calf diseases - a. Bw a. 


Killham, extension specialist in ani- 
mal pathology, recommends the fol- 
lowing: 

Common scours This is the type 
of scours that accompanies a diges- 
tive disturbance. The most evident 
symptom is the soft, foul-smelling 
feces The calf also exhibits weak- 
hess and lack of vigor. It stands in 
a drooping position with the eyes 
dull and the hair coat rough. A fre- 
quent cause of this type of scours is 
over-feeding of milk. Other causes 
are a too sudden change in feeds, 
milk that is too rich, or irregularity 
in the temperature of milk or time of 
feeding. Contaminated utensils and 
bens, or sudden chills and drafts are 
lrequent causes of scours. An af- 
fected calf is highly susceptible to 
other diseases such as pneumonia. 

The first treatment for a case of 
scours is to reduce the milk allow- 
ance about half. A practice found to 
be effective is to give 2 ounces of 
Castor oil in a half pint of milk fol- 
lowed in 4 or 5 hours with a level 
teasponful of bismuth subnitrate in 
a half pint of milk. 





White Scours—This is a less fre- 
quent but highly fatal type of scours 
due to an infection. This is one 
disease with which a calf may be in- 
fected at birth. Sanitary precau- 
tions should be observed in handling 
the cow and calf at the time of fresh- 
ening if this disease is to be prevent- 
ed. It is highly desirable that the 
calf obtain plenty of the colostrum 
because that material among other 
virtues increases the calf’s resistance 
to germ invasion. 

All the symptoms of common 
scours will be exhibited by a calf 
with white scours but to a more se- 
vere degree. The feces often have a 
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white tinge from which the name of 
the disease comes. Sometimes streaks 
of blood are visible. In cases of this 
disease a _ veterinarian should be 
called immediately. He will usually 
give particular attention to the pre- 
vention of the spread of the disease 
to other calves, and in many cases he 
will immunize the calves with the 
anti-white scours serum. 
Pneumonia—tThis is mildly con- 
tagious and is often caused by some 
predisposing cause such as scours or 
colds. A calf barn that is too warm 
or damp or that exposes the calves to 
sudden chills must be avoided. Pneu- 
monia is more common in the winter 
but may also occur in other seasons. 
Symptoms of the disease are rapid

IMPORTANT 
Individual resistance to mastitis 
as governed by heredity, and the im- 
portance of good dairy management 
practices, are emphasized in the re- 
sults of a survey of 1700 dairy ani- 

mals conducted by J. J. Reid. 

Experiments with chlorine as a 
disinfectant for teat cups of milking 
machines have not justified the 
claims of many writers. Streptococ- 
cus agalactiae was found to with- 
stand exposure on the teat cup to 
900 ppm chlorine for one minute, a 
greater concentration and longer ex- 
posure than has been recommended 
or practiced. 

Although this organism has often 
been blamed for udder trouble, it 
was being shed by only 5 per cent of 
the cows examined and was found in 
the milk of only 10 per cent of those 
showing signs of mastitis. 

The organism found associated 
with udder trouble most often was 
Streptococcus uberis. Examination 
of fore milk and strippings indicated 
the presence of streptococci in the 
strippings of all cows. —Penn- 
sylvania Station.

Tri-County Holstein Breeders club 
were guests of Maple Crest Farms 
for turkey dinner January 8 at 
gobble Inn, Wellman, Iowa.

MORE EVIDENCE FAVORS 
BUTTERFAT 

Recent Wisconsin experiments in- 
dicate that the kind of fat in the diet 
can exert an important influence on 
yitamin-producing bacteria in the di- 
gestive tract. Work conducted by Dr. 
fg. B. Hart of the University of Wis- 
consin points conclusively in this di- 
rection. It is carried on with funds 
provided by the American Dairy As- 
sociation and under the guidance of 
the National Dairy Council. 

Ten different kinds of carbohy- 
drate foods were fed to as many dif- 
ferent groups of rats. Each of the 
ten groups was divided—part of 
them getting corn oil as the fatty 
portion of their ration and the others 
receiving butterfat. Some rats in 
each group were fed on a normal vit- 
amin B level, some on a high vita- 
min B level and some on a high vita- 
min B level plus liver. 

In almost all cases the rats getting 
putterfat outgained those on corn oil. 
This was especially true of those on 
the normal vitamin level. Since but- 
terfat itself contains only a neglig- 
ible amount of vitamin B, the con- 
clusion drawn by Dr. Hart is that 
the fatty acids of butterfat in com- 
bination with most carbohydrates 
bring about a condition in the digest- 
ive tract which encourages the de- 
velopment of those bacteria which 
help produce the important B growth 
vitamins. 

These contrasts were especially no- 
ticeable in the case of rats fed but- 
terfat and lactose. which is the car- 
bohydrate of milk, compared with 
those fed corn oil and lactose. The 
appearance of the rats fed corn oil 
and lactose were poor in all cases. 
They showed ‘‘bloody’’ noses and 
heads, poor fur and extensive bald- 
ness. Diarrhea was present and the 
intestinal tract showed gas and put- 
tification. On the other hand the 
ats fed butterfat and lactose showed 
good health, sleek coats and a gas- 
free intestinal condition. 

Another important possible impli- 
ation of this experiment is the im- 
portance of butterfat in infant feed- 
ing. In combination with several of 
the carbohydrates used in infant 
feeding formulae, the fatty acids in 
butterfat were shown to develop 
growth-producing bacteria to a much 
better advantage through the devel- 
pment of vitamin B in the digestive 
lracts than did the fats of corn oil.

The day was most profitably spent 
in working on a limited number of 
animals selected from the _ herd, 
which is headed by Montvic Bonheur 
Pietje Boy, a son of Pietje B and 
Montvie Lochinvar. This young two- 
vear-old sire is a strong rugged ani- 
mal who will probably show more 
dairy character as he grows older. 
The Committee worked on animals 
which would most nearly bring out 
the salient points in classification. 

In late evening the group returned 
to Toronto for dinner in a private 
dining room where several officers of 
the Canadian Association joined the 
group and took part in the most in- 
teresting and instructive discussion 
which followed. 

The following day the group which 
then included C. L. Goodhue, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Association and 
Manager of Raymondale Farm; C. 
C. Haviland, First Vice-President of 
the Canadian Association and Chair- 
man of the Extension Committee; J. 
M. ‘“‘Jack’’ Fraser, the third Vice- 
President; R. Ray McLaughlin, 4th 
Vice-President; W. A. Hodge, Presi- 
dent of the Quebec Branch; and 
George M. Van Patter, of Aylmer, 
Ontario. All of these men are mem- 
bers of the Extension Committee. 
Also present was Professor A. W. 
Runion of Guelph, who works as a 
part time inspector. All of the above 
men worked with the inspectors, and 
it was remarkable how nearly their 
placings coincided with those of the 
inspectors. 

The group met that day at the 
farm of one of Canada’s outstanding 
breeders, 4th Vice-President, R. Ray 
McLaughlin, Elmecroft Farm. Mr. 
McLaughlin had an ideal place for 
classification, where selected animals 
were classified by each one present. 
Mr. McLaughlin has an unusually 
good herd headed by the famous sire, 
Montvic Monogram. Monogram is 
really a great sire, standing straight 


on his legs with a great body anq top 
line and remarkable dairy quality 
He shows little, if any, wear from hig 
nine years of life. The young sire 
Elmcroft Sylv-O-Gram, nominated for 
Canadian Senior Yearling, is really 
a wonderful individual and with hig 
great pedigree and type, should as. 
sure Mr. McLaughlin's future de. 
velopment. 

After the classification work at 
Mr. Me Laughlin’s, Jack Fraser ang 
George Drennan took the two yisit- 
ing inspectors to his farm to see his 
splendid herd. It was dark when we 
reached Jack’s farm but not too dark 
to see a wonderful herd, large, 
strong, deep-bodied animals of splen- 
did quality and production. The ep- 
tire herd was rather outstanding, 


The Classification School in Can- 
ada differs somewhat from ours jp 


this country. In the Canadian School, 
as in their regular classification, 
only animals in the “Good Plys” 
class and above are scored, as males 


cannot be registered from dams 
which do not score 80% or above. 


As a result of that rule, it is possible 
that a few animals that we might 
call a very high ‘‘Good’’ may be made 
“Good Plus.’ If so, the number is 
very small. When the Canadian As- 
sociation first adopted the rule of 
registering males only from cows 
that would classify ‘“‘Good Plus” or 
above, the question naturally arose 
as to whether or not that restriction 
might not tend to reduce the number 
of available males below the require- 


ment. This fear, however, has not 
materialized and the Canadian In- 
spectors will undoubtedly tighten 
somewhat on their ‘‘Good Plus” re- 
quirements. 

The ‘Very Good” class is em- 
phasized and as a result a ‘Very 


Good’’ animal in Canada means all 
that the word implies. The require- 
ments for ‘‘Very Good” are fully as 
high as ours. 

The “Excellent’’ classification re- 
quirements in Canada are consider- 
ably higher than ours and is a group 
reserved for the aristocracy of type. 
Personally the writer felt that some 
animals would score 90 or more were 
scored 88 or thereabouts to prevent 
their entry into that select group. 
The writer felt then and still feels 
that in the work in this country the 
barriers against ‘‘Excellent”’ are high 
with some practically unsurmountt- 
able. If so the ‘Excellent’ class 
should be eliminated or frankly say 
that we rarely score animals above 
89%. It certainly seems probable 
that a few of the large number of 
animals who score from 85 to 89% 
may cross the line into 90% 
above. The writer does not believe 
that any harm is done by making 
some animals ‘‘Excellent’’. After all, 
offspring from either “Very Goods’ 
or “Excellents’” are from animals 
which from the point of view of type 
are worthy ancestors of animals 1

would the writer object to offspring 
from “Good Plus’? cows. Too many

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breeders fail to realize that ‘‘Good 
Plus’” means darn good. (Maurice 
Prescott would say dam good.) 

But to cease digressing, the breed- 


ers in the States may rest assured 
that any animal classified ‘Very 
Good” or ‘Excellent’? in Canada 


would certainly not fall below that 
class in the States. 

The Canadian inspectors do not 
use the breakdown system as we do, 
but score on cards holding nine or 
ten animals on each side. On this 
card the Grade G Plus ete. is given 
followed by a numerical score, not 
by breakdown but from close obser- 
vation. In the center of the card 
considerable space is left on each 
animal for the inspector to write his 
criticism. The Canadian Inspectors 
are unusually clear in their reasons. 
The inspectors however, do not leave 
with, or send, a copy of this work to 
the breeder. The Canadian Commit- 
tee however, is recommending a 
change so that a carbon will be left 
with the breeder. 

Canada has a Chief Inspector and 
his decision is the measure by which 
the other classifiers are judged. Mr. 
Durno Innes, the Chief Inspector is a 
great judge and classifier and while 
some of the other classifiers are per- 
haps about as good, it undoubtedly 
does make for uniformity to have a 
Chief Inspector who from time to 
time works with the other inspectors. 

On the third day the entire group 
met for an all day discussion of 
classification and other’ matters. 
Both the classifiers from our Na- 
tional Association were invited to at- 
tend and take part in the discussion. 

The question of the breakdown 
System such as is used in our Assoc- 
iation was discussed at length and 
while the Canadian Association re- 
cognised much good in our system 
the inspectors felt that they had bet- 
ter follow their system at least for 
the present. 

The classification of bulls in Can- 
ada is based on both type and pro- 
duction. Their method of bull class- 
ification is indicated by X; XX and 
X. An X bull is scored at eight 
months of age and as above is based 
on both type and production. A bull 
may be XX at two years of age if he 
meets the requirements and a higher 
score later if he proves his value as 
a sire. Their highest score is based 
somewhat as our requirements for a 
“Silver and Gold Medal Sire.’’ The 
reason Canada follows the X; XX; 
and XXX system on buils is due to 
the fact that the Canadian Govern- 
ment subsidize bulls based on that 
system and any change might cause 
complications. 

The Canadian classification system 
undoubtedly has much to commend 
it. The registration of males only 
from dams that have classified G+ 
or above is an endeavor to eliminate 
males from cows inferior in type. 
On the other hand the failure to 
score animals below G+ naturally 
raises the question as to what be- 
comes of the females which under 
our system would classify ‘‘Good,’’ 
“Fair,” or ‘‘Poor’’ and again how 
can the merits of a sire be ade- 
quately appraised if only his out- 
standing daughters are classified and 
the public is left in the dark as to

unclassified daughters Because after 
all, the real merits of a sire are 
measured by the quality of all his 
offspring. 

The Canadian inspectors measure 


by emphasizing the three upper 
classes believing that is the quickest 
way to improvement. Some of our 
inspectors believe that if they can 
eliminate or measure the lower 
classes that the upper classes will 
largely take care of themselves. In 
other words, many of our inspectors 
are deeply concerned in measuring 
the animals in the lower brackets. 

However that may be, both assoc- 
iations are working with the same 
end in view, that is, to improve the 
type and thereby the production of 
the breed in the most practical way. 
Time alone can tell which is the best 
method. 

It is difficult to express our appre- 
ciation for the thoughtfulness and 
hospitality extended to the _ repre- 
sentatives of our association. Noth- 
ing was left undone and both of us 
left Canada with the definite convic- 
tion that the Canadian boys are do- 
ing a great job as breeders and that 
as hosts they have no equal.

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SELLER'S RESPONSIBILITY 
DISCUSSED 

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

The article “‘What is the Seller’s 
Responsibility’’ published for the 
Round Table in the World of October 
20, 1945, was very interesting and 
caused me to do a great deal of 
thinking, and | decided that some 
day I would attempt to tell you some 
of my thoughts on this subject. Mav 
I refer you to the World of March 
17, 1945, page 423 (35) concerning 
our advertisement of The Hedge, on 
one of the phases of our treatment 
of mastitis, which read as follows: 


“Two years ago this past Febru- 
ary 4th, when we began our attack 
and practical farm research on the. 
problem of mastitis, we conceived the 
idea of feeding nothing but whole 
and skim milk from cows negative 
for mastitis. 

The facts had been presented to 
us by a most reliable veterinarian 
and other persons in authority, that 
the organisms which for the most 
part are the cause of mastitis, mav 
be introduced into the mammary 
system of a female calf through the 
feeding of infected milk and the 
after-nursing of each other. Here 
the organisms set up a tissue infec- 
tion in the baby calf’s udder and so 
develop conditions for blind quarters, 
mastitis, ete., when the animal ma- 
tures and has her first calf. 

In our baby calf barn, calves are 
kept 90 days in individual box stalls 

they are then moved to another 
barn to finish their milk feeding pe- 
riod which continues until they are 
6 to 8 months of age. Here again 
they are kept in individual stalls. 

In the last two years we have had 
116 calves born of which 45 were 
males. These calves have had noth- 
ing but negative milk for mastitis 
during their milk feeding program, 
and we are now having our first calf 
heifers calving under this program. 
So far we have had no blind quar- 
ters, no mastitis, and all first calf 
heifers are testing negative for mas- 
titis on weekly and monthly tests 
of our own and by a reputable labor- 
atory. 

Does not a program such as this 
mean something to you in the pur- 
chase of animals for breeding and 
milk production? 

This year, next year and the com- 
ing years will be interesting ones for 
us and perhaps for you as we go on 
with this work. We think we have 
something in this practical farm re- 
search program — time, patience, 
hundreds of calving cases and lots 
of practical research data will tell an 
interesting story. 

There’s a way to control mastitis 
if there’s the will.” 


I feel that some of the possible ad- 
justments, as mentioned in your 
article, are worthy ones and certain- 
ly are a step in the right direction, 


but we breeders and sellers must 
go still further. In our work at The 
Hedge in this one phase of the con- 
trol of mastitis, we feel definitely 
that we are going to have some val. 
uable information to present to our 
fellow breeders when our practieg) 
farm experiment is over. To date 
we have had many first calf heifers 
freshen on this program with no 
cases of blind quarters or mastitis 
appearing. Not enough to prove 
very much you'll say. True, but it 
seems reasonable so far that it has 
merit and that we are working jy 
the right direction. 

In many cases valuable aninals 
purchased are exposed to mastitis 
as soon as they arrive home. The 
animal becomes infected and as soon 
as she is in trouble the new owner 
comes right back on the seller, The 
seller may have a perfect set-up for 
the control of mastitis and is in no 
way to blame, put still the purchaser 
holds him responsible. You know 
and I know that this is wrong, but 
how is such a case to be rightly 
judged. 

Animals are many times exposed 
to mastitis in the sales stables and 
gathering points for consignment 
sale. | have seen many practices 
at both places in which very valu- 
able animals were exposed to mas- 
titis. Should not some control be 
put into effect in such places? Should 
not a study be made of such condi- 
tions and a practical plan be put into 
effect to safeguard the consignor and 
buyer to at least some better degree 
than exists at present? 

It is true present-day knowledge 
of mastitis and its control is very 
limited, but we have at hand much 
more valuable information on the 
subject than we had a few years ago 
and I believe it is the responsibility 
of the breeder and seller to make use 
of this knowledge and apply it to 
his own interests. 

May I again refer you to our ad- 
vertisement published in the World 
of March 3, 1945, page 298 (11) 
where we say: 


‘Never a milking animal sold pri- 
vately or at public auction without 
our 100% guarantee for mastitis— 
this guarantee backed by years of 
health records and recent laboratory 
examinations after animal has fresh- 
ened in our care. We will never sell 
an animal otherwise. Does this mean 
anything when considering the pul 
chase of milking animals?” 

Our guarantee is that our animal 
has no infection of mastitis and 1s 
backed by health papers both from 
our farm veterinarian and a reput 
able biological laboratory. We als0 
guarantee uncalved first calf heifers 
because of our early calfhood ma& 
titis control. Should an uncaly 
first calf heifer calve with mastitis 
or a blind quarter, we would still 
feel very much obligated. Not that 
it would be our fault for the mastitis 
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infection, but we guard our reputa-

New Rules for Medal Awards 


For a number of years the Associ- 


ation has awarded the Silver Medal 
Preferred Sire rating to bulls whose 
daughters have been outstanding in 
type. At the recent meeting of the 
Board of Directors, new rules were 
adopted for recognition of sires. The 
former Bronze Medal Preferred Sire 
was discontinued. Bulls qualifying 
for the type award will be known as 
Silver Medal Type Sires. A new 
companion designation has been set 
up for production, bulls qualifying 
to be called Silver Medal Production 
Sires. 

The requirements for the new Sil- 
ver Medal Production Sire rating 
follow very closely the former pro- 
duction requirements for the Gold 
Medal Proven Sire award. If 50 
per cent of a bull’s Advanced Regis- 
try or Herd Test daughters have 
qualified with production 50 per cent 
in excess of Advanced Registry re- 
quirements, showing not less than 
3.3 per cent butterfat, with a mini- 
mum of ten daughters so qualifying, 
such sire shall be designated a Silver 
Medal Production Sire. The mini- 
mum number of daughters has been 
set at ten to correspond with the 
minimum number of ten daughters 
classified as required for the Silver 
Medal Type Sire rating. Under the 
old Gold Medal Proven Sire rules, 
a minimum of six daughters with 
these production qualifications was 
required. 

Formerly the Silver Medal Pre- 
ferred Sire rating was awarded upon 
recommendation by the official in- 
spvector following inspection of the 
daughters and as many as possible 
of their dams. Actually in most 
cases there were few dams still avail- 
able for inspection. Under the new 
rules the feature of comparison of 
dams and daughters for type has 
been discontinued. 


Now the Silver Medal Type Sire 
award is based upon the average 
score of daughters classified. A 


sliding scale has been devised with 
diminishing requirements as the per- 
centage of daughters classified in- 
creases. The average scores neces- 
sary to qualify range from 81 to 84 
points. The base number is the num- 
ber of daughters dead or alive born 
three or more years prior to date of 
inspection and in addition, all other 
daughters known to have freshened. 


Under the old Preferred Sire rules, 
the application fee was $15.00 plus 
the regular rate for each daughter 
classified. A charge of $5.00 was 
also made for issuing the certificate. 
Now the fee will be $20.00, with no 
additional fee for the certificate. The 
regular fee will be charged for each 
daughter classified in the applicant’s 
herd and a fee of $2.00 per head for 
each daughter classified outside of 
the applicant’s herd. 


The auestion has been raised as 
to whether an application fee would 
be required if most of the daughters 
have already been classified and no 
further inspection is necessary. The 
answer is yes. 


The $20.00 fee will

need to be paid just the same Since 
there is a considerable amount of 
office detail necessary in checking 
the daughters of a sire before it egy 
be determined whether he Qualifies 
under the new rules. In many cages 
an owner waits until Classification 
has been made, at least of the daugp. 
ters in his own herd, before he ap- 
plies for a sire rating. Since the 
amount of the inspection fee js Zov- 
erned by the number of daughters 
classified either prior to or following 
the application for recognition of 
the sire, it seems logical that the 
fixed application fee should be paid, 
regardless of whether further jp. 
spection is necessary. 

An owner applying for both the 
Silver Medal Type rating and the 
Silver Medal Production rating wil 
need to pay a $20.00 fee with each 
application. 

Whenever a sire qualifies both as 
a Silver Medal Type Sire and as a 
Silver Medal Production Sire, he js 
automatically given the Gold Medal 
Proven Sire award. 

The new rules are given in detail 
in the Association’s ad in this issue, 
They should be studied carefully by 
everyone interested in applying for 
a sire rating. While the new forms 
made necessary by the change in 
rules have not yet been printed, we 
hope that they will be available soon. 
We shall be glad to send application 
blanks just as soon as they are ready.
